University graduates, and especially 


members of the learned professions, 
were deeply Interested the other day 
In the published stattbtlcs presented in 
the anuua! report of President Eliot of 
Harvard, which teud to prove Lhut be- 
cause of marriatfOri lute in lite nud 
small families of children the more 
blgbly educated part oft tbe Amuricaii 
people not only does not increase the 
population, but falls* eveu to reproduce 
Itself. 


"Highly interesting questioua are Bug 


gested." said Dr. George F. Shrady to 
a reporter of the New York Herald, 
"by tbe deductions drawn from Presi- 
dent Eliot's dgurcs, and I have no\ 
doubt the conclusions tlrnwn by him 
are correct. 
Vale has collected liLe- 


data with similar results, and t have 
no doubt a census of America's college 
graduates, 
especially those of New 


England institutions^ would show au 
average of not more than two children 
in the family of each alumnus twenty- 
five years after graduation. 


"I have made a somewhat extended 


study upon similar llne.s, uud I have 
found that in this country rJio average 
family of the better or more highly 
educated clans conalsts of one or two 
children only. In what might be call- 
ed the middle class—not breeding alone, 
but also intellectual achievement be- 
ing the criterion—the children will av- 
erage from four to five to each family, 
while in the lower classes there are 
likely to be from five to nine. 


"It Is a serious and somewhat mel- 


ancholy conclusion that we arc not 
maintaining what might be called our 
best thoroughbred stock of blood and 
brain. 
Tbe real aristocracy of this 


country Is and must be one of brains. 
It Is more than a pity that sucU au ar- 
istocracy Is not even reproducing It- 
self. 


"As President Eliot has said, the 


standard set by the learned profes- 
sions, at least in medicine and law, As 
so high, tho requirements of prepara- 
tion are so exacting, that late marriftgoa 
or no marriages at all are becoming 
common. 
From my personal knowl- 


edge »f the medical profession I do net 
believe that one young man In a hun- 
•drad when be IB graduated and 13 li- 
censed to practice is in a position to 
marry and maintain a family. 


"Given good abilities, good habits, In- 


dustry, a thorough prollmlnary educa- 
tion and postgraduate courses, not one 
young physician in fifty at the age of 
thirty years is really able to earn 
proper living for himself, to gay noth- 
ing of the maintenance of a wife and 
family. Ordinarily such a young man, 
however vrell equipped for his profes- 
sional duties, will have to wait at least 
five years after taking kia degree be- 
fore he can properly support himself, 
if he depends upon Ma practice exclu- 
sively to do it. And these will be years 
•calling for patience, courage and hard 
work. 


"In the first place, more perhaps than 


in any other profession, his Is a calling 
that exacts long and arduous prepara- 
tion even to get a foothold. At a time 
when his mind should be free from 
economic cares and devoted to the task 
of pushing himself ahead in bis profes- 
sion he Is too often forced to fight the 
•wolf from the door and worry about Uis 
bread and butter. 


"Your city doctor's expenses are 


heavy. He must hare a neat and well 
furnished office In a good neighborhood, 
where rents arc high. He must buy 
and maintain his library, nnd so rapid- 
ly Is bis profession advancing into new 
fields and new methods that to merely 
keep abreust oC the current literature 
essential to bis success will entail a 
considerable outlay. As he builds up 
a practice he must buy and keep n 
horse and carriage. And after nil his 
hard struggle ho Is lucky, when prac- 
tice begins to come to him, if he can 
actually collect HO per cent of what he 
earns.

Colonel Whitney was with the party 
•vhen tbey left this country, but re- 
turned Bome weeks ago. To his in- 
•tervlewers General Miles said: 


"I have been abroad for five months. 


1 left Sept. 11 for the Pacific Coast 
and there made an inspection of the 
>forts and the coast defenses from 
3>uget Sound to Southern California. 
•On Oct 1 we sailed on the transport 
Thomas. 
Wo stopped at Honolulu 


•ihe Sandwich Islands, a.nd toon sailed 
ior Guam. We touched at the island 
.and then continued to the Philippines 
*We spent a month there. I examined 
the military situation and visited tho 
principal stations and forts and la 
specie! the troops.. 
There were no 


serious hostilities at that time. The 
20,000 troops there were in Qne condl 
lion. 


"From the Philippines we went to 


"Kong Kong and thenco to NagasaX 
and Yokohama. We visited the mill 
tarj- academy at Tokio. The Japanese 
army is very well equipped and dls 
•clplined and so is tho navy. When .

HIS &uy broke brilliantly clear 


and fair as the Biooklyn and 
Octorora got under way at 
5:3,*, followed th c minutes 


later by the Ilartfoid and the Meta- 
comet and in succession by all the 
ships which wore to attempt the p:tfa- 
sagf.-. The couples of ships were about 
n cable's length apart at the start. 
The fleet moved slwwjy, for the ad- 
miral's orders had been for low steam 
nnd slow speed, and started for the 
bar off the main ship channel. At tho 
eamc time the smaller gunboats head- 
ed up to the northeast with the Inten- 
tion of engaging the fort from Its 
south side, so that, if possible, they 
could keep down Its flre upon the 
main fleet. 


The national colors, tbe largest eizcrt 


fighting ensigns, flew from eviary must- 
head, except from the mlzzen of the 
Hartford, where the blue flag of the ad- 
miral, with Its two white stars, flut- 
tered in the breeae. Tbe black ships 
came on In grim, threatening silence, 
the only spots of color about them 
being; the red and blue -of the flags, al- 
ready lighting and gloaming in the ris- 
ing sunlight. 


A feTr minutes after 0 o'clock the 


Brooklyn and the Hartford crossed the 
bar and were fairly In the channel. 
Volumes of black smoke pouring from 
the smokestacks of the squat, ugly 
monitors lumbering from the cove be- 
hind Sand island, far ahead of them, 
indicated that these formidable fight- 
ing machines were ready -'or action. 
At half after 6 the morJtors were 
•well In the channel, heading np to the 
fort, distant from them about two 
miles. At G:43 the head of the fleet 
came tibreaut Sand island light, three 
miles from the fort. There was a de- 
lay nere of some ten minutes to enable 
the fleet to -close up -within short sup- 
porting distance, and at 0:55 the order 
to advance once more waa given. 


The vessels were ranging well up by 


this time in a. bow and quarter line: 
that Is, with the van ship, the Brook- 
lyn, a little off the port bow of the 
nest in line, the Hartford, with the 
Blcnmond -a little on the starboard 
•quarter of the flagship, and so on, in 
order that the chase gnns of all the 
-ships might bear -on the fort and there 
would be no danger of -one ship firing 
into another. 


Meanwhile at <J:47 the actual battle 


had began. Two long llnesof llgut burst- 
ing into balloons of flume-shot smoke 
leaped from the huge muzzles of the 
fifteen inch guns -of the Tecumseh, and 
the shells were seen to burst -over Fort 
Morgan, 
Ttie roar of the discharge, 


startling the stillness of the summer 
morn, can-led far down the slowly ad- 
vancing line, and waa beard tven In 
the holds of the ships, by the surgeons 
in the cockpits, the gunners* mates of 
the powder divisions, the engineers at 
the engines and the men in the hot 
depths of the flrerooms, Instantly 
through the fleet, as if In answer to n 
(signal, might be heard the rattle of the 
drums calling the men to quarters, 
tnc last flaal preparation for action. 


The monitors, which, had been roll- 


ing ahead, were almost abreast the 
fort now. The ships, ^blch had moved 
faster, were close at hand. 
At bix 


minutes after 7 o'clock the watchers 
on the Hartford saw a puff of smoke 
rise from thet parapet of tlw fort, fol- 
lowed a few minutes after by the roar 
of a hea^vy gun. In another moment 
the fort was covered with smoke, out 
of which jets of flame darted, and shell 
began to scream down toward the 
ships. At the same time from the lee 
of tbe fort the black Tennessee came 
shoving her nose athwart the channel 
just where the opening had been left 
for the passage of the blockade run- 
ners. Following her were three saucy 
gunboats—the Morgan, the Galnea and 


In broadsale after broadside In 
succession, T\ lik-h i\;ts rclurm-d with 
splendid spirit h.v the pniTf-son, espe- 
cially by Ll-e water Lattery, masking 
the northwest curtain between tlie 
channel bastions. A few moment." aft- 
er the Hartford, now close nbauui the 
Brooklyn, ulfao pot the fott abeam un- 
der her guns nnd by 'mighty broadsides 
almost cleared the hattericH. 


13ie Confederates could not uiain- 


tnln their stations nt the barbette guns 
in such a rain of shot aa that. They 
were forced to seek shelter between 
tlie broadside?, und their own flru 
abated perceptibly, but now tbe lead- 
Ing ships were within easy range of 
the guns of the Tennessee and th« gun- 
boats dead ahead.
